Methods of Operation In 1852 


Seem Laughable Today. 
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Representative Henry I). Clayton of 
Alabama, who not I ms ago aspired to 
represent that commonwealth in the 
United 
State® senate, 
lins accepted 
President Wilson's suggestion that lie 
remain in the house and help the ad 
ministration carry through its anti 
trust program. 
In furtherance of this 
policy, ho sent his resignation as sena­ 
torial appointee for the unexpired term 
of the late Senator Johnston. 
His res­ 
ignation was sent to Governor O'Neal, 
who appointed him several weeks ago. 
T he senate had not acted on Mr Clay 
ton’s credentials, and the seat has re­ 
mained vacant, there being doubt as to 
the right of G overnor O’Neal to m ake 
an appointm ent under the new direct 
elections am endm ent to the const!til 
flon. 
A native of Alabama, a law yer by 
profession and fifty-six years old, Mr 
Clayton is serving his ninth term as a 
member of the national house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
Ile has been a member 
of the judiciary committee for many 
years and is now Its chairman. 
He 
came into prominence at tho Demo­ 
cratic convention of 1890, when he 
fought the nomination of David It. Hill 
for temporary chairm an and helped 
bring about the condition that resulted 
in the choice of William Jennings Bry­ 
an as candidate for the presidency. 
Mr. Clayton is a strict party man and 
has been a member of the national 
Democratic comm ittee since I SSS

TOMB OF JONAH. 


Moslems Look Upon It as Sacred and 
Guard It From Intrusion. 
The site of Nineveh is almost per­ 
fectly level, but adjoining the western 
wall are two huge mounds that conceal 
the palaces of the greatest kings of 
Nineveh. 
On the lower or southern 
mound stand a mosque and a village 
of considerable size, says a correspond­ 
ent of the Christian Herald. 
The village is named Nebi Yunus, or 
the Prophet Jonah, for the mosque 
contains the tomb in which Jonah is 
said to have been buried. J h e age of 
the tomb is uncertain, but it was prob­ 
ably built long after the Hebrew proph­ 
et’s time. However, the place Is now 
sacred, so sacred that pilgrims from 
afar visit it. 
“I rode up the steep, narrow streets 
of the village to the mosque,” writes 
the Herald’s correspondent, “dismount­ 
ed aud entered the yard. 
A crowd of 
excited Arabs quickly surrounded me. 
I explained to a priest that I had come 
to see the grave of Jonah, and with a 
motion of the hand I made him under­ 
stand that I should reward him. Re­ 
moving my shoes, I followed the priest 
through a dark passageway. 
“Then he pointed to a wall and said 
the tomb was Just beyond. I wished to 
enter tho prayer room, from which the 
tomb itself might be seen, but the place 
was considered far too sacred for my 
profane feet The few Christians who 
have been permitted to see the tomb 
may only look through a small window 
into a dark chamber, in which a cloth 
covered mound is barely discernible. It 
is said that no Moslem will enter the 
inner shrine.”

A Window Refrigerator For 


Use in Cool Weather. 


For the greater part of the year na­ 
ture furnishes a temperature sufficient­ 
ly low to keep food outdoors without 
ice. 
During this period the window 
refrigerator patented by an Ohio man 
will come in handy and save the cost 
of ice. 
The refrigerator is a galvan­ 
ized sheet iron box coated with alumi­ 
nium, to prevent rusting. 
It rests with 
one end on the outside window ledge. 
while two chains attached to the up­ 
per outside corners are fastened to the 
window frame to hold it firm. 
A hing­ 
ed drop door is fitted into the side of 
tho box facing the room so that when 
the window is opened this door can be 
let down and the articles taken out or 
placed in tile refrigerator, the door 
'forming a shelf at the same time.

Spiced R oast Beef. 
Take a roast from the round three 
inches thick, and with a sharp knife 
make an incision like a “sign of addi­ 
tion” clear through the meat. 
Into 
this hole insert a slice of breakfast 
bacon. 
Several such incisions may be 
made. 
Now rub well with salt and 
pepper and sprinkle with flour. 
Put 
roast into pan and pour over it a dress­ 
ing made of half a cupful of vinegar 
into which has been stirred a table­ 
spoonful of sugar, one-fourth teaspoon­ 
ful of mustard and a few whole grains 
of allspice. 
Add a little water for 
basting. 
This is good served hot. but 
is most delicious when cold.

Veal C roquettes. 
Put two cupfuls of finely chopped 
veal in a saucepan, add two^ tablespoon- 
fate of fine Breadcrumbs, oneTeaspoon- 


eggs, one teaspoonful of onion juice, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one salt- 
-spoonful of paprika and speck of mace. 
Stir the mixture over the fire until 
thoroughly heated, then set aside to 
cool. 
Shape into croquettes, dip in 
beaten egg, roll in fine crumbs, let 
stand one or more hours and fry un­ 
til well browned. 
Serve with tomato 
sauce. 


O ysters a la R oulette. 
Scald one quart of oysters, drain 
and chop fine. 
Cook one tablespoon-

A Window Refrigerator For 
Use In Cool Weather. 


For the greater part of the year na­ 
ture furnishes a tem perature sufficient­ 
ly low to keep food outdoors w ithout 
ice. 
During this period the window 
refrigerator patented by an Ohio man 
will come in handy and save the cost 
of ice. 
The refrigerator is a galvan­ 
ized sheet iron box coated w ith alum i­ 
nium, to prevent rusting. 
It rests with 
one end on the outside window ledge, 
while two chains attached to the up­ 
per outside corners are fastened to the 
window fram e to hold it firm. 
A hing­ 
ed drop door is fitted into the side of 
the box facing the room so th a t w hen 
the window is opened this door can be 
let down and the articles taken out or 
placed in the refrigerator, the door 
form ing a shelf a t the sam e time.

Ile paid the strictest attention to his 
hair, although he had so little of it 
Like the rest of the baldheaded the 
world over, he allowed this occipital 
fringe to grow long, and boldly combed 
it forward, like a vine over a blank 
wall, in the vain hope of concealing 
his cranial nakedness—the touch of na­ 
ture that makes the whole bald world 
kin.—Dr. Matthew Woods in Neale’s 
Monthly.

Queer D ietary Rules T h a t Are Part of 
the Eskimo Religion. 
To illustrate one of the phases of the 
native religion of the Es’lwos, we may 
consider the question of food taboos 
In the mountains of Alaska, on the 
upper Kuvuk and Noatak rivers, and 
on the headwaters of the Colville, the 
prohibitions which applied to the eat­ 
ing of the flesh of the mountain sheep 
alone were as extensive as the entire 
dietary section of the Mosaic law. 
A young girl, for instance, might eat 
only certain ribs, and when she was a 
little older she might eat certain other 
ribs, hut when she was full grown she 
would for a time have to abstain from 
gating tho ribs which had been allowed 
to her up to then. 
After a woman had had her first 
child she might eat certain other ribs. 
after her second child still others, and 
only after having had five children 
might she eat all the ribs; but even 
then she must not eat the membranes 
on the inside of the ribs.
